Regarded as the world's foremost exponent of the keyboard 
music of Bach, Rosalyn Tureck has performed for audiences 
on five continents with equal expertise on clavichord, 
harpsichord, organ, piano, electronic piano and even Moog 
Synthesizer. It was the unprecedented feat of performing 
the complete Preludes and Fugues of the "Well-Tempered 
Clavier" and the "Goldberg" variations in a 1937 series 
of six concerts at New York's Town Hall that initially es- 
tablished Tureck as "the first lady of Bach" and during 
1977 she repeated this monumental undertaking in New York 
to commemorate the 40th anniversary of her historic per- 
formance.
